PEONIES 


Single, Double and Japanese 


The plants I send out are strong, three to five eye divisions, cut from 
vigorous, young stock. If planted and cared for according to the direc- 
tions sent with the roots, they should give some bloom the following 
season. 

The shipping season begins September 10th and continues until 
freezing weather. Early planting is advised. 

There are no poor varieties in my list and the average of the ratings 
is very high. Many of the world’s finest are included. 

Prices are as low as is consistent with vigorous, young, well-grown 
stock. 


Cultural Directions 


The most important factor in success with Peonies is the quality of 
the stock that is planted. Much disappointment results from trying to 
nurse along Peonies taken from plants too old to stand dividing. 

Prepare the soil in advance, digging it deeply and use plenty of 
manure or bone meal mixed with the soil at the bottom of the hole. 
Set them as soon as received, having the eyes two to three inches be- 
low the surface, firming the soil thoroughly. In the spring when the 
shoots are three or four inches above ground, hoe in more fertilizer 
around the plants, keeping it back from the crowns. 

After the hard frosts, cut the plants to the ground and burn the 
tops. In cutting the flowers always leave two or three leaves on the 
stalk; these are needed to develop the buds that may be forming at 
- the base of the stem. 

Good garden soil is necessary and a sunny location.

Cultural Directions 


Plant Iris in a sunny location that has good drainage. A sloping sur- 
face is good, but if the place is level it is well to raise the bed three or 
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four inches on account of drainage. Plant as soon as received; just cover 
the rhizome and spread out the feeding roots at their natural angle and 


make the soil firm above them. 


Water the plants if it is dry, until they become established. The first 
winter a coarse covering that will allow for ventilation is advisable. 
Clean up and remove the old foliage in the spring and cultivate fre- 
quently. Divide the clumps every three to five years when the rhizomes 
are too crowded for best results. When dividing, plant only the strong 


rhizomes from the outside of the clumps.

Don’t let the name frighten you, they are grown more extensively 
in China than in Japan. 

We have no more beautiful perennial than the Japanese Iris. The 
period of bloom is July 4th to the 25th and the gorgeous flowers, some- 
times eight or ten inches across, make a wonderful display. 

Cultural directions are few and simple. Good mellow soil, sunshine 
and plenty of water during June. Any manure is good fertilizer, but 
positively no lime or bone meal should be used. Give protection, of 
some coarse material, the first winter to prevent heaving by the frost. 
After that no protection is needed. 

Prices are for larger divisions than are usually sent out by nurseries. 
The shipping season begins August 15th.

Cultural Directions 


Phlox will do well in full sun or partial shade. Plenty of fertilizer 
will greatly improve results; stable manure or commercial products 
may be used. Plant in early spring or early in the fall. 

Mildew and rust are common ailments. These are easily controlled 
by spraying with bordeaux two or three times in late spring and early 
summer, at ten day intervals. Red spider will cause the leaves to curl 
and turn yellow. This can be controlled by spraying with clear water 
with rather high pressure.

HEMEROCALLIS—YELLOW DAY LILY 


Too much emphasis cannot be put on the garden value of the new 
Hemerocallis. They offer a splendid field for the Hybridizers and the 
result of their efforts is that the Yellow Day Lily may now be had in 
bloom from May to September. 

A single variety will bloom over a long period and on well estab- 
lished plants, one blossoming stalk will produce one or more flowers 
a day for about three weeks. 

Late July and August is a good time to see many of them in bloom. 


Cultural Directions 


Hemerocallis is one of the easiest of the perennials to grow success- 
fully. They may be transplanted at any time that the ground is not 
frozen. About two weeks after blooming is a favorable time. Plant 
them a little deeper than they have been growing and enrich well with 
stable manure or commercial fertilizer. They should have sun at 
least half the day. As with all growing plants, frequent cultivation is 
a great benefit.

Oriental Poppies require a sunny location and deep, mellow soil, 
as they make a long tap root. Transplant only when dormant, that is 
late August or early September. The foliage dies down after bloom- 
ing and the plant start growth again in early September. Do not cut 
the plant down after blooming, let the foliage die naturally. 

The plant keeps green all winter and should not be smothered 
with protection. A top dressing of manure after the ground freezes 
is advised, but take care not to cover the crowns of the plants. If di- 
rections are followed Poppies are very easy to succeed with.
